SOON AFTER taking office I directed a 
comprehensive study of our chemical and 
biological defense policies and programs. 
There had been no such review in over 
15 years. As a result, objectives and 
policies in this field were unclear and 
programs lacked definition and direction, 

Under the auspices of the National 
Security Council, the Departments of 
State and Defense, the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency, the Office of 
Science and Technology, the intelligence 
community, and other agencies worked 
closely together on this study for over 6 
months. These Government efforts were 
aided by contributions from the scientific 
community through the President's 
Science Advisory Committee. 

This study has now been completed and 
its findings carefully considered by the Na- 
tional Security Council. I am now re- 
porting the decisions taken on the basis 
of this review.

Biological weapons have massive, un- 
predictable and potentially uncontrollable 
consequences, They may produce global 
epidemics and impair the health of future 
generations. I have therefore decided 
that: 

—The United States shall renounce the 
use of lethal biological agents and 
weapons, and all other methods of 
biological warfare. 

—The United States will confine its 
biological research to defensive meas- 
ures such as immunization and safety 
measures, 

—The Department of Defense has been 
asked to make recommendations as 
to the disposal of existing stocks of 
bacteriological weapons. 

In the spirit of these decisions, the 
United States associates itself with the 
principles and objectives of the United 
Kingdom Draft Convention which would 
ban the use of biological methods of war- 
fare.* We will seek, however, to clarify 
specific provisions of the draft to assure 
that necessary safeguards are included.

"In 1969, President Richard M. Nixon signed an executive order that outlawed 
the development of offensive biological weapons in the United States. From 
then on, the Army labs were converted to peaceful uses, and USAMRIID was 
founded.
